Reaching out to save lives 


Group formed at time of three Andover teen suicides

Every Andover home this week should 
receive in the mail information on health, 
education and recreation resources available 
to town residents as well as on support and 
counseling services that could save a life. 

The information is being sent by Andover 
CARES - Community Advocates for 
Resources, Education and Support. Andover 
CARES evolved from the Suicide Prevention 
Task Force, which came together in the 


spring of 1994 after three Andover teens took 
their own lives in three separate incidents. 

“People who were involved were very 
interested in continuing the work,” said 
Maria Bartlett, CARES member.

National Transportation 
Ase Board report out 

this week on the plane 
crash that killed Reginald and 
Christopher Marden last year 
seems to indicate that the plane 
ran out of gas before it crashed 
into Nantucket Sound. 

“According to statements 
from the aircraft owner and the 
instructor pilot, a minimum of 
25 gallons of fuel would be neces- 
sary to fly from Nantucket to 
Lawrence and back to Nantuck- 
et. The aircraft had 22.5 gallons,” 
wrote one Federal Aviation 
Administration inspector. 

The NTSB Factual Report 
details only the physical and 
material evidence examined in 
the crash, and does not speculate 
or form a conclusion for the 
cause of the crash. The final 


NTSB report on the cause of the 
crash should be released in two 
weeks. 

But while the NTSB report is 
consistent in its focus on the fuel 
issue, its facts are not so clear. 

Discrepancies in the report 
include: 

e The report states Mr. Mar- 
den flew three hours on about 
22.5 gallons of fuel June 2, four 
days prior to the crash. This 
included a 1¥-hour training flight 
and his 1¥-hour trip to Nantuck- 
et. But the plane averaged only 
nine gallons per hour, which 
means he should have used 27 
gallons in three hours of flying. 
Since he only had 22.5 gallons, he 
should have run out of fuel half 
an hour before reaching Nan- 
tucket that day. But he didn’t.

Officials predict a 
space problem for 
the middle schools 


By Neil Fater 

There’s another year left in 
the current school expansion 
project, but Dick Neal, superin- 
tendent, said it’s already time to 
prepare for the next round of 
construction — namely, construc- 
tion at the middle schools. 

Although the current $40.5 
million construction project 
adds space to both Andover High 
School and two elementary 
schools, it does nothing for 
Doherty and West, the middle 
schools that elementary students 
obviously will have to travel 
through to get to the expanded 
High School. 

Since the 1988-1989 school 
year, Andover has gained 255 
middle-school students, accord- 
ing to information presented by 
Mr. Neal. School officials project 
an increase of another 219 mid- 
dle-school students by the 2001- 


2002 school year, which is six 
years away. 

“I think we can live with the 
middle schools as we have them 
for the next two years, but 
beyond that we get into a real 
serious situation,” said Mr. Neal. 
“There’s a big need and we can 
probably deal with it but we 
have to begin addressing the 
need now.” 

Mr. Neal noted there are cur- 
rently 41 more students in sixth 
grade than in seventh or eighth. 

“This is an indication of 
things to come,” he said. 

Tuesday night, Mr. Neal 
offered the School Committee 
three possible solutions to this 
middle-school enrollment prob- 
lem. 

One solution is to build an 
entirely new middle school, thus 
keeping the size of Andover mid-

Phillips 10th-grader 
talks about stress, AHS, 
getting into college

Karen, a 10th-grade day stu- 
dent at Phillips Academy, says 
she spends close to six hours a 
day on homework, doesn’t have 
the time to care too much about 
movies and movie stars, and 
doesn’t spend that much time 
worrying about getting into col- 
lege. 

“We think about college, but 
it’s not a major topic yet,” said 
Karen, who is 15 years old. 
“Right now I’m trying not to be 
too worried. Next year I can kill 
myself worrying about college.” 

In an impromptu conversa- 
tion with Karen, the Townsman 
asked what’s on kids’ minds, 
what they talk and worry about, 
and if they have any major con- 
cerns. Here are some of the sub- 
jects covered: 


Pressure: “Sometimes you 
feel a lot of pressure, especially 
at Phillips Academy. You feel 
you have to have good grades. 
But it’s a very relaxing, nice 
environment. You don’t have a 
lot of time — lots of things fill up 
your time. 

“You never feel bored. You 
have a lot of things you have to 
keep straight.” 

Asked if she is used to the PA 
environment now that she’s into 
her second year at the school, 
she answered, “Sort of. Not par- 
ticularly.” 

Differences between 
Andover High and PA: “I spent 
one day at Andover High School 
last year. The atmosphere is 
very different. Everyone comes 
from the same environment. At 
PA, everybody comes from dif- 
ferent places; there’s a lot of vari- 
ety, a lot of cultures. And 
because it’s a boarding school, 
it’s very different.” 

PA and AHS kids; “At PA we 
don’t do anything with Andover 
High. I know them (at AHS) 
because they are my friends. 
Other Phillips kids don’t know 
them. I think it might be inter- 
esting to have more interaction 
between PA kids and Andover 
High kids and Andover fami- 
lies,” 


Being a day-student: “It’s 
very different than being a 
boarder. You get home very late, 
10 or 11. You are expected to be 
there Saturdays and Sundays. 
I’m there every single day. Being 
a day student is even better. You 
can come home and have a home 
aN meal, It’s great. Most of 

friends, are'day, students. 1 
have’ ‘4 lot -of boarder-student 


friends.” 

What are kids thinking 
about today? “All sorts of 
things,” Karen said, and the first 
thing she mentioned was grades. 
Asked if girls talk about boys, 
she said, “Not so much, my 
friends.” 

Parental pressure: “My par- 
ents don’t pressure me that 
much. They have expectations. 
My parents are very understand- 
ing.” 


CONVERSATIONS WITH KIDS 


She said her parents used to 
get upset if she got a 96 on a 
paper. They'd say, “Everybody 
else got 100,” but now they 
understand 96 is good, Karen 
said, 

David Cobb: “At Phillips 
Academy nobody wants to talk 
about it. Kids are sick of the sub- 
ject. With camera crews coming 
on campus, we are sick of it. We 
sort of do know his family. We 
just don’t talk about David Cobb. 
We know it’s there but we don’t 
really talk about it.” 

Conversations with friends: 
“Mostly we relax. Our conversa- 
tions are weird. If you recorded 
them, you’d be amazed. They 
could start with chemistry and 
end up with what do you think 
grows on Pluto.” 

PA environment: “It’s a nice 
environment to be in. Everybody 
accepts you as you are.” 

What’s Andover like for 
kids? “People in Andover care 
about their kids. Public educa- 
tion is good. We have Phillips. 
We have a voice. We are going to 
be heard more. The Townsman 
already started talking with us. 
The town has the Youth Coun- 
cil.” 

Does the town need a teen 
center? “I think it would be good 
to have a teen center. A lot of 
Phillips kids complain they have 
to go to Boston for things to do.” 

Asked if PA kids would use a 
town youth center, Karen said, 
“T’m not sure.” 

Saturday classes: “I think 
they are fine. In the winter time 
they don’t have them. Some Sat- 
urday classes are good; they 
lighten the week’s load.”

ctor Jim Thompson, a 1985 
Awirs Academy graduate, 

thinks it might be time to see 
his name light up the skies of New 
York or Los Angeles. But first he 
needs to finish some works in 
progress here in Massachusetts, not 
the least of which is his role in the 
play Light Up the Sky, now running 
at the Merrimack Repertory The- 
atre. 

Mr. Thompson plays Philip, a 
playwright whose eyes are opened to 
the theater world as perception of 
his new play skips along both the 
success and failure sides of the con- 
ventional-wisdom chasm. 

“He’s the sort of wide-eyed (writ- 
er) who grows up a lot during the 
course of the play,” said Michael 
Gepner, a marketing director for the 
theater. 

“There’s a tremendous amount of 
innocence. He’s written this play and 
he’s unwittingly swept up into the 
heart of the theater world,” said Mr. 
Thompson, whose character is at 
first exposed only to praise. “But 
then the play is not seen as a success 
and they turn on him, they turn on 
him viciously.”

Before deciding to devote himself 
to acting, Mr. Thompson’s life went 
through a number of turns as well. 

After graduating from Phillips 
Academy and then Harvard Univer- 
sity, Mr. Thompson said he became 
an Aspen “ski bum.” “It’s a great 
lifestyle,” he said, but after a while 
he turned in his skis and became an 
editor for a litigation consulting ser- 
vice. When that company folded, Mr. 
Thompson, who had been taking act- 
ing classes, entered the National 
Shakespeare Conservatory in New 
York. 

Since then he has returned to 
Massachusetts and its theaters. He 
has shot a public service message for 
Channel 4 and appeared on Unsolved 
Mysteries as a state trooper. 

In addition, he has done a voice- 
over for The Gate of Heavenly Peace, 
a documentary slated for the closing 


night of the New York Film Festival 
this month. 

“It’s not exactly my finest acting 
moment, but it’s nice to be involved 
with something that’s so important 
to so many people. It’s a big film,” he 
said. 

Now, a desire to have some of his 
finest acting moments on film or tele- 
vision may drive him to take a shot 
at New York or Los Angeles. But he 
says he isn’t considering a move to a 
premier entertainment city because 
he wants to become a big star. There 
are other reasons. 

“T’ve always wanted to be a good 
actor. I don’t care if I’m acting in 
front of 40 people or 500 like at the 
Charles Theater or in front of thou- 
sands of people on TV,” he said. 
“More than that it’s that I don’t want 
to have a day job anymore.” 

He is now making a living strictly

ring to have as an actor in Boston. That’s 
not a complaint or a beef that I have, that’s 
just the way it is,” he said.

Schools to hire technology 
manager, install labs

Because of legal questions and 
since the center will remain in the 
dark for several months during 
the next year, some of the plans to 
revamp the Collins Center’s 
approach now will be delayed. 


Earlier this year, the School 
Committee hired Ellen Kraft 
Spear, an entertainment consul- 
tant, to determine how to best use 
the Collins Center as a High 
School auditorium and potential 
revenue source. Ms. Spear pre- 
sented her final report in writing 
this summer and her work was 
praised by school officials. 


A new fee schedule and a 25- 
cent surcharge on Collins Center 
tickets were both implemented. 
The surcharge money will go into 
a revolving account and be used to 
maintain and upgrade the Collins 
Center facility. 


Gail Zeman, business manager, 
has recommended that as much as 
$15,000 of the center’s revolving 
account be used to address safety 


issues and maintain or upgrade 
the facility’s equipment this year. 


However, because the town 
counsel has raised questions 
regarding a proposed new con- 
tract for the center, officials will 
continue to use the old Collins 
Center contract with the few 
renters it has. 


In addition, the new position of 
Collins Center manager will not 
be filled this year. This was a key 
part of the Collins Center revival 
plan. Ms. Zeman recommends that 
the Collins Center manager posi- 
tion be funded in next year’s bud- 
get “to prepare the re-opening of 
the center with its new personali- 

“In light of the limited use to be 
made of the center this winter and 
its closure for the period from 
April 1 to at least Jan.y 1, 1997, I 
recommend that the budgeted 
position of Collins Center manag- 
er not be filled during the current 
fiscal year,” Ms. Zeman said in a 
memo to Dick Neal, superinten- 
dent.

tration report included in the NTSB 
report indicates Mr. Marden fueled up 
to the same level, roughly 22.5 gallons, 
immediately prior to the flight to Nan- 
tucket June 2, and not prior to a train- 
ing flight as indicated in the NTSB 


summary. But his fuel receipt at Nan- | 


tucket three days later, the day before 
the crash, shows he used only 9.5 gal- 
lons on the flight to the island, which 
was not even enough for him to have 
made it to Nantucket assuming the 
minimum nine gallons per hour of fuel 
consumption. Again, he should have 
dropped into the Sound half an hour 
before reaching the island that day, but 
he didn’t. And, according to the NTSB 
report, “There is no evidence that the 
airplane received fuel at any other 
time in the four days preceding the 
accident.” 

¢ But if the records in Nantucket are 
accurate, and Mr. Marden had 22.5 gal- 
lons of fuel when he departed for 
Lawrence June 5, then he crashed 
exactly when he should have — 2% flying 
hours later — one hour into his return 
flight from Lawrence to Nantucket on 
June 6. 

The questions are: 

¢ Did Mr. Marden fuel the plane on 
June 2 immediately prior to his depar- 
ture from Lawrence? 

¢ If so, and if he flew directly to Nan- 
tucket and did not receive fuel any- 
where else, is it possible for the plane 
to have used only 9.5 gallons of fuel to 
get there? 

¢ Could wind conditions have affect- 
ed fuel consumption so much? 

e Could those effects have caused 
Mr. Marden, who was not very experi- 
enced in that plane, to misjudge the 
plane’s range capability? 

Are the fuel receipts accurate? 

¢ Could he have flown anywhere else 
in those four days and received addi- 
tional fuel? 

«Is it possible a training flight men- 
tioned in the NTSB report actually 
refers to a flight that occurred May 27, 
a week before the Nantucket flight, and 
that no 1%-hour training flight took 
place June 2? That would put into ques- 
tion other facts stated in the NTSB 
report, including how long before the 
flight to Nantucket the plane had been 
fueled. This might explain at least part 
of the fuel consumption discrepancy in 
the report. 

The NTSB’s final report containing 
the probable cause of the crash may 
answer these questions. 

One problem with the factual report 
may be that the investigation changed 
hands at least three times within the 
NTSB. The original investigator 
retired. He handed it off to an investi- 
gator who has since left the NTSB, and 
a third investigator completed the 
report. 

The factual report 

Mr. Marden, then 46, was in the pro- 
cess of buying the single-engine, four- 
seat Beechcraft Sierra at the time of 
the crash. He had been on at least one 
training flight in the plane with an 
instructor, according to the FAA 


Reg Marden and a plane he previously owned. 


report, a trip to Nantucket and back on 
May 27. The plane had been inspected 
June 1, 1994. 

Mr. Marden underwent a biennial 
flight review in the plane Thursday, 
June 2, at Lawrence Airport, according 
to the NTSB report, during which an 
instructor updated his qualifications to 
fly the plane. Later that same day he 
flew the plane with two friends aboard 
from Lawrence to Nantucket, where he 
had a home. He returned to Lawrence 
June 5 to drop off the friends. He 
stayed overnight and was returning to 
Nantucket Monday, June 6, with Chris, 
16, when the crash occurred. 

The aircraft was located 12 miles 
north of Nantucket 10 days after the 
crash, the same day Mr. Marden’s body 
was recovered by a fisherman about a 
mile away. 

According to the NTSB findings, Mr. 
Marden had the plane fueled “to the 
tabs,” which means to a certain mark 
inside the fuel tanks, prior to a 14-hour 
check-out flight at Lawrence June 2. 
When fueled to the tabs, that plane 
held 22.4 gallons of usable fuel, accord- 
ing to the plane’s operating handbook 
(or 22.2 gallons according to the manu- 
facturer’s statement). The plane was 
then not refueled prior to his flight lat- 
er that day to Nantucket. On the 
island, he again requested that it be 
filled “‘to the tabs,” and receipts show 
that this was done at Nantucket Air- 
port June 5. 

Mr. Marden then flew to Lawrence, 
and departed back for Nantucket the 
next day without refueling. He was 58 
minutes into the return trip when he 
first indicated he had an engine prob- 
lem, and subsequently crashed. 

According to Mr. Marden’s logbook, 
the trip from Nantucket to Lawrence 
took 1Zhours. The plane used between 
nine and 10.5 gallons per hour, depend- 
ing on the fuel mixture settings, 
according to the manufacturer and oth- 
er experts. Mr. Marden had been 
trained to set the fuel mixture so that 
the plane cruised at 65 percent power, 
which would have used 9.1 gallons per 
hour, depending on weather and other 


-flight conditions. In 2 hours and 28 


minutes, at the minimum of nine gal- 
lons per hour, Mr. Marden would have 
used 22.2 gallons, the amount of usable 
gas he had in the tanks according to 
the manufacturer. 


It would appear that Mr. Marden - 
who was remembered by friends and 
even the instructor who performed the 
review with him four days earlier as 


“meticulous” 
about every detail 
of his flying - 
crashed exactly 
when he should 
have, going by the 
fuel records. 

Fatal error 

One interesting 
point is that the 
worker who fueled 
Mr. Marden’s 
plane on Nantuck- 
et the day before 
the crash questioned the order to fill it 
“to the tabs.” The employee even 
stopped fueling and wrote question 
marks on the fueling order. In a state- 
ment he wrote later, he said he ques- 
tioned whether that meant to the bot- 
tom of the tabs, which can be seen in 
the fuel tank, or to the slot up the side 
of the tabs. According to the NTSB 
report, filling to the slot would have 
provided an additional 10 gallons of 
usable fuel on the plane. 

The employee asked his supervisor 
to clarify the order. The supervisor 
told him to just fill it to the tabs, which 
he then did. 

It is common for pilots to fill the 
tanks with only a bit more fuel than 
needed to get where they are going, so 
they don’t have the extra weight on 
board, to increase payload capacity 
and reduce fuel consumption. It is also 
part of the preflight inspection each 
time the pilot gets in the plane to visu- 
ally check the amount of fuel in the 
tanks. 

Mr. Marden had 2,389 hours of flying 
in the eight years prior to the accident, 
but had only three hours in that make 
and model plane prior to the fateful 
Nantucket trip. But the instructor who 
did his review June 2 noted that Mr. 
Marden “did a great job of flying and 
was meticulous with the checklists,” 
according to the report. The instructor 
noted Mr. Marden had a sheet that 
showed how much usable fuel was on 
board when the plane was filled to the 
tabs, slots, and full. This sheet also 
depicted how much weight could be 
carried with these respective fuel 
loads. 


Another irony about the crash is 
that Mr. Marden had test flown a dif- 
ferent plane belonging to the same 
owner as the Sierra, Joe Scott of Haver- 
hill, but found it was “too expensive 
gas wise,” according to an FAA report. 

Other NTSB findings include: 

¢ Both cabin doors were found open,

and both front seat belts were unbuck- 
led. The instrument panel and controls 
indicated no impact damage. “Post 
accident inspection showed minimal 
damage to the exterior/interior of air- 
plane”; 

e The keys to the plane were not in 
it; 

¢ Personal flotation devices/survival 
equipment had been removed from the 
plane by its owner prior to the flight 
and stored in his hangar because he 
had bought a new plane. There “was no 
such equipment on board the airplane 
at the time of the accident”; 

e Water temperature at the time was 
“mid 50 degrees,” and outside air tem- 
perature was 63. According to Navy 
and other sources cited in the report, 
“the expected survival time with the 
above conditions would be one to two 
hours”; 

e Coast Guard search and rescue air- 
craft responded to the scene within 
approximately four minutes but were 
unable to locate the aircraft; 

e The cause of Mr. Marden’s death 
determined by an autopsy was asphyx- 
ia due to drowning; 

¢ The landing gear switch was found 
in the up position; 

e All fuel lines and connections were 
found intact, and most fuel lines had 
no gas or only traces of gas in them; 

e All mechanical functions of the 
engine and other parts of the plane 
seemed to have been in working order; 

e Mr. Marden had a problem with 
the alternator on the flight back to 
Lawrence the day before the crash — 
with a gauge that was “going up and 
down,” according to one of the passen- 
gers — and discussed the problem with 
the plane’s owner after the flight. Mr. 
Scott told Mr. Marden to get the gauge 
fixed if it was not working, according 
to the report; 

¢ The magnetos, which control the 
ignition system, were damaged by sea 
water and could not be tested for oper- 
ability. 


Developer may bring 
water to Jenkins Road

A developer may pay to extend the 
town’s water line to the end of Salem 
Street and down Jenkins Road past 
Harold Parker Road as part of a plan to 
develop a 23-lot subdivision near the 
North Reading line. 

Planners reviewed a preliminary 
plan for the 38.5-acre Deering Estates 
subdivision at their meeting Tuesday 
night, Oct. 10, and were “very favor- 
able” to the concept, according to Steve 
Colyer, town planning director. 

The property to be developed 
includes land owned by Peter and 
Patricia Thornton, and Muriel Rizzo. 

Residents in the Salem Street and 
Jenkins Road area have at different 
times appealed to the town to extend 
the water system there, but have failed 
to gain approval at town meeting. 

The plan proposes to extend a 12- 
inch main from Wethersfield Drive on 
Salem Street to Jenkins Road, then 
continue with an 8-inch main on Jenk- 
ins Road to the development, which is 
on the southeast side of Jenkins Road 
just past Harold Parker Road. 


According to very rough figures 
provided by the town’s Public Works 
Department, the cost of the water line 
extension and the developer’s share of 
repaving the roads could be in the ball 
park of $1 million. It could be much 
higher if there are problems with 
ledge, soil or a high water table. Mr. 
Colyer said he has asked the develop- 
er’s representatives if they are aware 
of the numbers and if the are sure the 
project can work financially, and he’s 
been assured they have and it can. 

“They’re not going to build any- 
thing tiny in there,” Mr. Colyer said. “I 


think it’s going to be a fairly exclusive 
residential subdivision.” 

The cluster development would also 
provide 12 acres of open space to the 
town. The open space directly abuts 
Harold Parker State Forest and will be 
pedestrian accessible. 

The water main extension will pro- 
vide water service to probably 20 exist- 
ing homes near the intersection of 
Salem Street and Jenkins Road, as well 
as making service accessible to resi- 
dents on Harold Parker Road. It could 
also make other land in the Jenkins 
Road area more feasible for develop- 
ment, including a 31-acre property on 
the northwest side of Jenkins Road; 
and two slightly smaller parcels on the 
southeast side of the road, between the 
new development and the North Read- 
ing line. 

Planners will vote on the prelimi- 
nary plan at their next meeting sched- 
wled for Tuesday, Oct. 24. If all goes 
well with the permitting process, con- 
struction on the water main could 
begin in the spring. 


Timely appeal 

In other Planning Board news, the 
developer for the proposed Sterling 
Oakes subdivision has appealed last 
months Planning Board decision to 
deny his application. The Planning 
Board had granted the developer an 
extension on the deadline by which the 
board was supposed to take action on 
the plan, but the request was made ver- 
bally and never submitted in writing. 
He now claims in the appeal that the 
plan was approved simply by the 
board’s failure to take action on it 
within the original time limits. The 
appeal was filed Oct. 2.

With Lloyd Willey absent, the 
School Committee voted 4-0 to allow 
the ad hoc technology committee to 
draft a proposal for this technology 
manager, provided the committee 
makes it clear exactly what the schools 
will receive from this person before he 
or she leaves. 

“T’ve been involved with too many 
consultants, some of them my friends, 
where you don’t get too much,” cau- 
tioned Dick Muller, School Committee 
member, “I just want to make sure 
when we hire him we know exactly 
what he’s expected to do. Otherwise 
you end up having him for 18 months 
doing a nine-month job.” 

The program manager is a key part 
of superintendent Dick Neal’s technol- 
ogy oversight and development propos- 
al. A teacher will also serve for one 
year as a part-time technology curricu- 
lum planner and occasionally the 
school will also contract out for techni- 
cal support. 

“The program manager will make or 


break the success of this plan,” said 
David Birnbach, a committee member 
in strong support of hiring such a posi- 
tion for one year. 

“And then he will go away,” said 
Susan Dalton, committee chairwoman, 
who seemed skeptical of the plan at 
first, 

Jack Driscoll, chairman of the ad 
hoc technology committee, pointed out 
that by the time the program manager 
was set to leave, Mr. Neal should be 
ready to hire a math, science and tech- 
nology coordinator to step into the sys- 
tem-wide position. Mr. Neal had origi- 
nally hoped to hire this position by 
now, but was unable to find a worthy 
candidate. 


Besides agreeing to hire a program 
manager, the School Committee also 
voted to place a new computer lab in 
each of Andover’s eight public schools,

Special needs costs 
has schools seeing red 


By Neil Fater 

Unexpected special needs costs 
have school officials hoping their 
town government counterparts will 
help pull them out of a more than 
$200,000 hole. 

During budget discussions last 
year, the school department warned 
selectmen and the town manager that 
the schools’ scaled-down budget 
might not carry enough money to 
cover unanticipated special needs 
costs. They asked the town to agree to 
pay for such services if they were 
required. 

Now, a few months into the school 
year, officials have learned that there 


has indeed been another unexpected 
rise in this area. 

Dick Neal, superintendent, said 
there has been $425,000 in unantici- 
pated special-needs costs, resulting in 
a $200,000 to $250,000 deficit for the 
school system. The rise in cost is 
because of new students coming into 
the system and the need to place 
some students in out-of-district pro-- 
grams, said Mr. Neal 


The School Committee voted 4-0 
Tuesday night to have Mr. Neal talk 
with town officials and report back to 
them on the situation. Lloyd Willey 
was absent from the meeting.

One reader’s ideas on 
reducing traffic congestion 


Editor, Townsman: 

The traffic in the center of Andover is 
intolerable. The succession of changes to the 
lights in Elm Square have resulted in at 
most a modest improvement to the conges- 
tion. These efforts fail to address the under- 
lying problem: the stretch of Main Street in 
the center of town is incapable of handling 
the required volume of traffic. 

The solution is to eliminate parking on 
Main Street and create two lanes of travel 
each way as is done at Phillips Academy. To 
further increase traffic flow, cross walks 
should be placed only at intersections with 
lights. These changes directly address the 
problem. 

The congestion stifles in-town businesses. 
I buy coffee near Shawsheen Square even 
though the center offers more selection and 
is closer. I bank in Tewksbury even though 
my bank is based in Andover. 

I am sure many others behave as I do. 

The situation in the center of Andover is 
an example of a general trend in this state. 
The state’s responses to increase traffic vol- 
ume on major roads usually results in 
increased travel time. The driver’s response 
is to seek alternative routes on secondary 
roads,

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Home inspectors’ ‘top 10’ 
list of house problems 


In the most recent survey of its 
members, the American Society of 
Home Inspectors (ASHI) compiled the 
following list of the most frequently 
found problems in the homes they 
inspected. 

1. Improper surface 
grading/drainage 

This was by far the most frequent- 
ly found problem, reported by 35.8% 
of the survey respondents. It is 
responsible for the most common of 
household maladies: water penetra- 
tion of the basement or crawlspace. 
2. Improper electrical wiring 

A significant number (19.9 per- 
cent) chose this item as the most 
common home defect, which includes 
such situations as insufficient electri- 
cal service to the house, inadequate 
overload protection, and amateur, 
often dangerous, wiring connections . 
3. Roof damage 

Although reported by only 8.5 per- 
cent of the respondents as the most 
common problem, roof leakage, 
caused by old damaged shingles or 
improper flashing, was considered by 
ASHI members to be a frequent prob- 
lem. 

4. Heating systems 

Problems in this category include 
broken or malfunctioning operation 
controls, blocked chimneys and

5. Poor overall maintenance

appliances. 

6. Structurally related problems 
Many houses, as a result of prob-

dow and door headers. 
7. Plumbing 

Though never ranked by the 
respondents as a number-one prob- 
lem, plumbing defects still rank high 
among the house problems encoun- 
tered, and include the existence of old 
or incompatible piping materials, as 
well as faulty fixtures and waste 
lines, 
8. Exteriors 

Flaws in a home’s exterior, includ- 
ing windows, doors, and wall sur- 
faces, are responsible for the discom- 
fort of water and air penetration, but 
rarely have structural significance. 
Inadequate caulking and/or weather- 
stripping are the most common cul- 
prits. 
9. Poor ventilation 

Perhaps due to overly ambitious 
efforts to save energy, many home- 
owners have “over-sealed” their 
homes, resulting in excessive interior 
moisture. This can cause rotting and 
premature failure of both structural 
and non-structural elements. 
10. Miscellaneous 

This category includes primarily 
interior components, often cosmetic 
in nature, which were not found fre- 
quently enough to rank individually 
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in our survey. 

It is significant that within this 
list of 10 problem categories, at least 
four are directly related to the dam- 
aging effects of water. Apparently, 
after a home is built, keeping water. 
out is the homeowner’s most impor- 
tant — and continually challenging — 
objective. 

Homeowners should also under- 
stand that regional climates, building 
codes, and the age of a home might 
place these findings in a different 
sequence, The statistics relating to 
electrical and plumbing problems, 
and roofing in particular, might vary 
from one location to another, and 
therefore rank differently than the 
averages in this survey. In addition, 
in older houses, problems such as 
heating system failure, inadequate 
electrical service, and worn plumbing 
can be found with much greater fre- 
quency than reflected in this nation- 
wide survey. 


Regardless of their order in the 
survey, these problems consistently 
appear in home inspection reports 
around the country, and represent 
areas to which homeowners need to 
pay more attention.

Picking a cord 

Shopping for an extension cord? 
Underwriters Laboratories Inc. 
offers this advice: 


To determine what size, or 
gauge, cord you will need, you will 
also have to determine how leng 
you need the cord to be. A cord, 
based on its gauge, can power an 


j appliance of a certain wattage only 


at specific distances. As the cord 
gets longer, the current carrying 
capacity of the cord gets lower. 


For example, a 16 gauge exten- 
sion cord that is under 50 feet can 
power a 1625 Watt (W) appliance. 
A 16 gauge cord that is longer than 
50 feet in length can only power an 
appliance up to 1250W. If the 
appliance is drawing more current 
than the cord can carry, the appli- 
ance and cord can overheat and 
may cause a fire. 


Most appliances indicate how 
much wattage is consumed when 
operated; that rating can be found 
in the manufacturer’s use and care 
booklet and sometimes on the 
appliance itself. Other appliances 
will indicate power usage in amps, 
rather than watts. Quick tip: if 
your poe indicates that it 
uses 5 amps at 125 volts, then its 
wattage rating is 625W (5x 125).

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Doors: Passageways 
to heart, hearth, home

hree and a half centuries have 
set their seal on the character 
of Andover and its dwellings. 
Just two short decades after the 
European settlers sailed to the New 
World, 15 sturdy English families led 
by John Woodbridge migrated inland 
from Newbury and Ipswich to estab- 
lish homesteads in the wooded lands 
within the watersheds of the Ipswich, 
Merrimack and Concord rivers. 
In building their homes — from the 
immigrants in 1641, who purchased 


the land bordering Lake 
Cochichewick, to the newcomers at 
the end of the 20th century — the con- 
tinuum of Andover settlers have 
given special emphasis to the archi- 
tectural detail of their entranceways 
to hearth and heart, their doorways.

A new decorating option: wall murals 


ost people who live in 

urban areas are denied 

the luxury of scenic, nat- 

ural surroundings. In 
place of lakes, lush forests and 
streams, are other houses and apart- 
ments. But in a growing number of 
homes and offices, it’s a different pic-’ 
ture: The flowers are always in 
bloom, skies are always blue and 
there’s always a bubbling brook near- 
by. 

The scenes are actually produced 
by using wall murals, a decorating 
option that’s recently become very 
popular across the nation. They are 
one of the easiest and least expensive 
ways to give a room atmosphere, and 
the sense of expanded space. 

“Wall murals have really become a 
big thing,” said a spokesperson for 
Environmental Graphics, a Hopkins, 
Minn., company. “All of a sudden peo- 
ple are realizing how wonderful 
murals are — especially in the city, 
where you may not be able to have a 
garden, or lake view. With a wall 
mural, you can have one in your 
home.” 

Murals are not a new concept. 
Centuries ago, wealthy European 
aristocrats commissioned artists to 
hand-paint all sorts of fantastic 
scenery on their walls. The technique 
they used was called “trompe l'oeil,” 


which literally means “trick of the 
eye.” The result was an illusion of 
expanded space. Today, a mural such 
as this would cost a homeowner, on 
average, between $15 to $25 per 
square foot. 

Can't afford an original mural? 
Environmental Graphics has an inex- 
pensive alternative that allows the 
cautious to take a mural home for a 
test drive. 

Seventeen photographic mural 
scenes are available, ranging from 
“Balloons in Flight”, featuring color- 
ful hot-air balloons, to “Cinnamon 
Bay,” a secluded cove in the Virgin 
Islands. Most of Environmental 
Graphic’s wall murals measure over 
8 feet tall and 13 feet wide. Others 
feature lakes and streams, forests, 
sports, and outer space, including the 
space shuttle. Their only non-photo- 
graphic wall mural is a huge, colorful 
map of the world that is popular with 
schools and offices, as well as home- 
owners. 

Environmental Graphics combines 
laser scanning, artistic lithography, 
and other techniques to produce high- 
ly detailed images that emphasize an 
illusion of texture and space. “All at 
an affordable price that would have 
had those old French aristocrats eat- 
ing their hearts out,” said the compa- 
ny’s spokesperson.

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Size 


Selecting the correct size ladder is 
based on the highest level you'll need 
to reach. One of the more common 
(and more dangerous) mistakes is 
using a ladder that is either too long 
or too short for the task at hand. For 
example, many homeowners purchase 
extension ladders that are too short 

to safely use for cleaning the gutters 
or painting the outside of the house. 
They end up reaching up or leaning 
out too far, both potentially very dan- 
gerous. 

Extension ladders should be 7 to 
10 feet longer than the highest sup- 
port or contact point, which may be 
the wall or roof line. For a one-story 
home, a 20’ or a 24’ extension ladder 
is normally best. This will allow 
enough length for proper set-up, over- 
lap of ladder sections, height restric- 
tions of the highest standing level, 
“and where appropriate, the extension 
of the ladder above the roof line. The 
highest standing level is four rungs 
down from the top. Never stand on 
the ladder above the support points 
or roof line. For two-story homes, 28’ 
or 32’ models are usually required 
depending on whether you need to 
reach windows, gutters or the peak. 

For stepladders, the highest stand- 


ing level is two steps from the top. 

A person standing higher could 
loose his or her balance and fall. The 
maximum safe reaching height is 
approximately 4’ above the height of 
the ladder. Technically, an 8’ ceiling 
can be safely reached on a 4’ ladder. 
Most people prefer taller ladders, 
however, because the pail shelf and 
molded top that hold the paint, tools 
or cleaning supplies are closer to the 
highest work area. 

Duty rating 

Ladders are designed and con- 
structed with specific uses and 
weight loads in mind. These uses and 
weight loads are indicated by “duty 
ratings.” The duty rating is the maxi- 
mum safe load capacity of the ladder. 
A person’s weight, plus the weight of 
any tools and materials he or she is 
carrying, must be less than the lad- 
der’s duty rating. Werner ladders are 
available in four different duty rat- 
ings, and each duty rating is indicat- 
ed on the ladder’s label by a different 
color. 

The four Werner Ladder duty rat- 
ings are: 

Type II - Light Duty Household 
Grade: This ladder can handle work- 
ing loads up to 200 Ibs. It’s economi- 
cal, lightweight and dependable for 
many light duty around-the-house 
uses. Color code: Red.

“I’m not afraid of my par- 
ents,” said David, “They won’t 
hit me. I just don’t like it when 
they get mad. I think I’ve been 
raised the right way, I hope.” 

“T just don’t like to get in trou- 
ble,” adds Patrick. “My parents 
don’t get mad at me really. They 
just tell me what I did. I haven’t 
really gotten in trouble.” 

David says lots of middle- 
school kids get into trouble, 
although he says there’s not as 
much fighting this year at school 
as last year. Patrick says he’s 
seen two fights this year. 

David says some parents tell 
their children to do something, 
but when the child doesn’t do it, 
nothing happens. “Some adults 
let kids push them around,” says 
David. “One friend got all C’s 
and he got a new TV. I got one C 
on my report card and my mom 
screamed at me, Some parents 
care, some don’t.” 

How’s life at the middle 
school? “Pretty good,” says 
David. “Smoking has cut down a 
lot. Now it has cut down to 
maybe 10 people in the whole 
school.” 

“Tt’s not 10 people, there’s usu- 
ally a huge gang out here,” says 
Patrick, motioning to The Park 
on Bartlet Street. But David says 
those are high-school kids. 

Any complaints about 
town? David complained about 
the newly established $1 fee 
(after 2:30) for the shuttle bus. 
There used to be a late bus after 
school, but now, a student can 
only take it if he has an after- 
school activity. That forces many 
to take the shuttle bus, and it’s 
too expensive, they say. 

Asked about a youth center, 
neither seem that interested. “It 
sounds like a good idea, I guess,” 
says David. 

What do you do for fun after 
school? “We go uptown, and to 
CVS,” says David. “It’s a little 
boring.” 

They said they can meet in the 
downtown shops, but David said 
his mother doesn’t want him in 
the shops too often’ because “the 
shopkeepers don’t want kids in 


them.” 

David said he knows a kid 
who shoplifted a caramel egg in 
CVS and another who took a 
plastic ring from another store. 

“They just shoplift for fun,” 
explains Patrick. “They don’t 
shoplift for any reason.” 

“It’s like a truth or dare 
thing,” says Patrick. 

“They think they’ll be more 
popular if they do it,” says 
David. 


CONVERSATIONS WITH KIDS 


How much TV do you 
watch? David says he has cut 
down to two hours a day from 
about five. He needs to do home- 
work. 

Pointing to Patrick, David 
says, “He’s a TV freak but he gets 
good grades.” 

Patrick says he watches 
“maybe four” hours of T'V a day, 
but “only if my homework’s 
done.” 

They agree that Friends is the 
best show on TY. 

Who’s home when you get 
there? David and his sister 
“have been babysitting ourselves 
for years,” since both their par- 
ents work in Boston. This year, 
David's sister is a freshman at 
the High School and she’s play- 
ing field hockey, so she’s not 
home when he gets there. His 
mom calls when he gets home, to 
make sure he’s OK. She gets 
home at 5 or 6, his dad, “eight- 
ish.” 

“Then my mom takes us out to 
dinner,” says David. 

Patrick’s mother is at home. 
“My dad is hardly ever home,” 
says Patrick. “He has 80 bizillion 
business trips.” 

Told people will think he’s an 
abandoned child, David says, “I 
like having some time to myself. 
My mother comes home, We talk 
a lot.” Patrick agrees that it’s 
nice sometimes to have the 
house alone. 


Do you have any advice for 
kids coming into the middle 
school? They say they’d heard 
middle school is difficult. “It’s 
pretty good,” says David. “Most 
of the teachers are nice. They 
usually help you.” 

Both have the same piece of 
advice: “Don’t fall behind.” 

Computers: David has three 
at his house. “We all like to use 
them,” he explains, 

“T have.one,” says Patrick.
